Prison bars closed tonight on a fairly 
important figure in the Hall-Mills 
murder mystery but the arrest served 
only to add to the difficulties the au- 
thorities are encountering in their ef- 
frts to back up the evidence on which 
19-year-old Clifford Hayes stands ac- 
cussed of the double slaying. 


The third to go to jail was Pearl 


Bahmer. 
She is the 15-year-old girl 


whom Raymond Schneider says Hayes 
thought he was slaying with her step- 
father when, according to Schneider, 
Hayes fired four bullets into the bod- 
ies of the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
and Mrs. Eleanor Reinhardt Mills on 
the night of September 14 on the de- 
serted Phillips' farm. 
• 


Miss Bahmer is held as a material 


witness. 
The charge against her, 


which she admits, is 
incorrigibility. 


Nicholas Bahmer. later was arrested 
as a result of the charges preferred by 
his step daughter and he was held on 
tail. 


Pearl Bahmer, who was with Sch- 


neider when the bodies 
of the Rev. 


Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills were found, 
two days after the murder, on more 
than one occasion has given newspap- 
er men the impression that she knew 
more than she was telling.

The third to go to jail was Pearl 


Bahmer.

father when, according to Schneider, 
Hayes fired four bullets into the bod- 
ies of the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
and Mrs. Eleanor Reinhardt Mills on 
the night of September 14 on the de- 
serted Phillips' farm. 
• 


Miss Bahmer is held as a material 


witness. 
The charge against her, 


which she admits, is 
incorrigibility. 


Nicholas Bahmer. later was arrested 
as a result of the charges preferred by 
his step daughter and he was held on 
tail. 


Pearl Bahmer, who was with Sch- 


neider when the bodies 
of the Rev. 


Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills were found, 
two days after the murder, on more 
than one occasion has given newspap- 
er men the impression that she knew 
more than she was telling. 
Inciden- 


tally she has turned against Schnider 
once admittedly her sweetheart, and 
Bought to convey the impression that 


^he knew more about the murder than 


ijayes. Schneider, it was disclsed ;o- 
day, told four different stories about 
his knowledge of the slaying before 
he reached the story of Hayes' actual 
, commission of the crime.
